The Board of Supervisors took the following action:
-Approved the County Clerk and Clerk of the District Court Fee Reports for April 2014.
-Approved the Minutes from the Board of Supervisors meeting held April 15, 2014.

-Approved the County Treasurer changes in pledged securities.
-Reviewed the closing papers for the bond refunding that was done on May 1, 2014.
-Discussed the Broadband Network from the State of Nebraska and appointed County Sheriff Scott White to be
the Kearney County representative.
-Received a NIRMA Assist Grant for $3,260.27 to help pay for some of the security costs for the building.
-Reviewed the NACO Blue Cross rates for FY14/15. There is a 5% increase. Decision will be made at the
May 20" meeting as to which plan the county will go with.
-Discussed the email from DHHS General Assistance. There will be meetings held concerning phasing out the
State of Nebraska handling of the county’s general assistance claims.
-Met with Cletus and Sherri Holmes giving an update on the Dry Dam Mud Drags to be held on June 28, 2014.
They are looking into the Upland Fire Department having a Beer Garden.
-Met with Paul Greiger and Cody Davidson from DA Davidson concerning the NACO Lease Programs. Also
discussed refunding bonds in 2015 or 2016.
